It 
will take very little on the part of the 
democrat, who feels that he has, the best 
if the situation, to arouse tbe ire of the 
reformer, and the natural consequence 
will be the latter will vote the straight Re- 
publican ticket. .

Forty-five years ago today I was admit- 


ted to tho Bar of Montgomery County. 
Hon. 
Daniel M. Smyser was then 
the 


President Judge of Bucks and Montgomery 
—our judicial district. He traveled to 
and fro !n carriage, holding court alter- 
nately at Doylestown and Norristown. He 
was elected from Gettysburg, by the Whigs. 
The Democrats in 1851 wore divided be- 
tween two candidates. Bucks presented 
Henry Capmnn; Norristown, Joseph For- 
nanoe—henco Smysor was elected to suc- 
ceed Judge Krauso, who had been appoint- 
ed and sont hero from Lebanon, under the 
old Constitution; but in 1850 the Constitu- 
tion was amended and the appointing power 
was taken from tho Governor, and Judges 
after that had to be elected by the people. 
It did not improve the character and 
ability of the judges but our fathers want- 
ed that way; and it is well. In those days 
Associate Judges were elected separately 
in each county. Yon had two and we had 
two—and the offleo of Associate Judge, 
unlearned in the law, is now abolished 
by the Constitution of 1873, except in 
those districts eaen composed of more than 
one county, where these lay judges are 
still preseived. They ought naver to have 
been discontinued. They were very use- 
ful in tne appointment of road jurors, in 
helping to fix sentences, in making de- 
crees in equity and in granting licenses. 
They had a better knowledge of their re- 
spective counties than tho law judges who 
were generally selected from remote coun- 
ties, so that they could come to the tria 
of causes without previous knowledge o! 
the parties and without prejudice. 
It 


takes a member of the Bur many yearn 
after he gets on the bench in the county 
where he nas been in active practice and 
polities to overcome his animosities, pre- 
judices and peisonal lines and dislikes. 


Ttien in 1856 when I came to the Bar, 


and for years afterward, we had none of 
the technicality of the present regime— 
brought about by pernicious legislation of 
young lawyers and men in the Legislature 
unlearned in legal phraseology and lack- 
ing in learning sufficient to know the val- 
ue of different forms of action and com- 
mon law pleadings. 
We had no affidavit- 


of-defonce-law. 
We did not call all suits 


for money, assumpsit; and all suits for 
wrongs, trespass; and other matters which 
have corrupted the clean practice of earl- 
ier years. Nearly all the lawyers, and cer- 
tainly all the judges of that day have 
passed away. In 18G1 Henry Chapman 
was sole candidate for Judge in Bucks and 
Montgomery, nominated by the Democrats 
and of course was elected over Judge Smy- 
sor, who was re-nominated by the Repub- 
licans. Smyser came to the Bar and after 
a few years died and his remains were in- 
terred at Gettysburg. 
His daughter, 


meanwhile, had married David Wills, who 
was the father of the National Cemetery 
at Gettysburg, and whom Gov. Hartranft 
appointed Judge of Adams county. This 
Bar is entirely new since the time of my 
advent, with the exception of James Boyd, 
A. Brower Longaker and George W. Rog- 
ers. Henry A. Stevens, of Philadelphia, 
had been admitted here, but did not re- 
move to Norristown till years afterward. 
In 1856 we had 27 lawyers—now we have 
four times as many. All the old lawyers 
of Bucks wno I was acquainted with have 
also passed away in these 45 pregnant 
years. 
A great war afflicted the 
land.

The only other great movement cxeeed-

gambers in stocks? This is the way they 
reason. Reaosn is the sixth sense—and 
when you offend the senses you offend 
man. 
The offence is rank, it smells to 


Heuven.

on the taxation of her property. 
This is 


manifestly wrong. 
The second reason for enfranchisement 


of women is found in that great principle,

up to this principle.

show tiiat if morality were the test we 
should enfranchise a vast majority of wom- 
en, and a minority of men. 
The saloon, the gambling den, and the 


brothel are the greatest enemies to the 
nation. 
Attack one and the others come 


to its rescue. 
The schools today have passed out of 


the hands of men. In the church when all 
denominations are taken together, two- 
thirds of the members are women. 
The 


chrueh and the school and the philan- 
thropist are three great powers for good in 
the world, and women are strong in all 
those branches. Therefore when our govern- 
ment disfranchises its women, it ignores 
those who take the initiative in those 
qualities which are generally conceded to 
be lacking in our government.

Big Mill Burned at Attleboro. 


' The large cotton mill of Bumpf Brothers, 
at Attleboro, was completely destroyed by 
fire last Saturday afternoon, entailing a 
loss that is estimated to be over $100,000, 
which is fully covered by insurance. 


Work will be commenced immediately 


to rebuild the plant on a larger scale. 
The male portion of the employees will be 
engaged wherever possible in the rebuild- 
ing of the mill. 


The fire broke out at about half-past two 


in the afternoon. Fortunately the build- 
ings wore practically empty, as only two 
employees, who were waiting for their pay, 
and the inspector, were there when the 
flames were discovered near the tanks of 
the building. The blaze had gained con- 
siderable headway before help was sum- 
moned. 
A call was made to the Lang- 


horne Fire Company, who responded with 
alacrity, taking with them the cumber- 
some engine and hose cart. 


The factory was finely equipped for pro- 


tection against fire with heavy pumps, au- 
tomatic sprinklers and a splendid water 
supply, but no one could be found who 
was familiar with the appliances, as the 
engineer had just boarded the train for 
Atlantic City, and Mr. Rumpf, Jr., was 
also away. 


Before another engineer could be sum- 


moned the fire had gained the supremacy. 
Time was lost in forcing tne banked tur- 
nace fires for action of the heavy pumps 
and the factory was entirely burned' to the 
ground. 


By five o'clock the big building was com- 


pletely gutted from end to end. The 
flumes had licked up every stick of timber, 
and all the valuable machinery lay in groat 
heaps of twisted, rod-hot scrap iron in the 
basement betwev n the blackened walls. 


The mill was built in 1897 by Frederick 


Eumpf, Sr., who has retired from the busi- 
ness, leaving it in the hands of his two 
sons, William and Frederick, Jr. 
Mr. 


and Mrs. Frederick Rumpf. Sr., who have 
been in Europe for some time, sailed for 
home on the day of the fire, so that they 
could not be notified of the loss. The mill 
has been operated veryySuccoBsfully and is 
reputed to have made a great deal of mon- 
ey for its proprietors. 
Cotton goods, such 


as carriage robes, bed sheets, table covers, 
napkins, etc., were manufactured. 
At the 


time of the fiie, 190 people, including 
operators, engineers, etc., were employed. 


The mill was a lino, substantially built 


stone structure, 400 feet long by 34 feet 
wide, and three stories high. 
It was on 


the lino of the Bound Brook Division of 
the Reading Railway, and also along the 
trolley line of the Newtown Electric Street 
Railway Company. The cause of the fire 
is unknown. 


This is the second time the mill has 


been on fiie this summer. On June 11 last 
flames broke out and gained some head- 
way, 
when the mill's fire apparatus was 


put to work, the floors flooded and the 
building saved. 
Considerable machinery' 


however, was damaged by water, the in- 
surance company allowing the firm $16,- 
000 tnerefor.

Big Hill Burned *t kttleboro. 


The large cotton mill of Rumpf Brothers, 
t Attleboro, was completely destroyed by 
re last Saturday afternoon, entailing a 
oss that is estimated to be over $100,000, 
which is fully covered by insurance. 


Work will be commenced immediately 


,0 rebuild the plant on a larger scale. 
'he male portion of the employees will be 
ngaged wherever possible in the rebuild- 
ng of the mill. 
The fire broke out at about half-past two 


n the afternoon. 
Fortunately the build- 


ngs wore practically empty, as only two 
rnployees, who wero waiting for their pay, 
nd the inspector, wero there when the 
ames were discovered near the tanks of 
he building. 
The blaze had gained con- 


iderablo headway before help was sum- 
moned. A call was made to the Lang- 
orne Fire Company, who responded with 
laority, taking with them the cumber- 
ome engine und hose cart. 


The factory was finely equipped for pro- 


ection against fire with heavy pumps, au- 
omatic sprinklers and a splendid water 
upply, but no one could be found who 
sras familiar with the appliances, as the 
ngineer had just boarded the train for 
itlantic City, and Mr. Rumpf, Jr.. was 
,lso away. 


Before another engineer could be sum- 


moned the fire had gained the supremacy. 
Mme was lost in forcing tne banked fur- 
nace fires for action of the heavy pumps 
and the factory was entirely burned' to the 
ground. 


By five o'clock the big building was com- 


pletely gutted from end to end. The 
lames had licked up every stick of timber, 
and all the valuable machinery lay in great 
leaps of twisted, red-hot scrap iron in the 
jaseinent between the blackened walla. 


The mill was built in 1897 by Frederick 


iumpf, Sr., who haa retired from tho busi- 
ness, leaving it in the hands of hie two 
sons, William and Frederick, Jr. 
Mr. 


and Mrs. Frederick Rumpf. Sr., who have 
jeen in Europe for some time, sailed for 
lome on the day of the fire, so that they 
could not be notified of the loss. The mill 
iaa been operated verjysuccessfully and is 
reputed to have made a great deal of mon- 
ey for its proprietors. Cotton goods, such 
as carriage robes, bed sheets, table covers, 
napkins, etc., were manufactured. 
At the 


time of the fiie, 190 people, including 
operators, engineers, etc., were employed. 


Tho mill was n tine, substantially built 


stone structure, 400 feet long by 34 foot 
wide, and throe atories high. 
It was on 


the line of tho Bound Brook Division of 
the Reading Railway, and also along the 
trolley line of the Newtown Electric Street 
Railway Company. The cause of tbe fire 
is unknown. 


This is the second time the mill has 


been on fire this summer. On June 11 last 
flamea broke out and gained some head- 
way, 
when the mill's fire apparatus was 


put to work, the floors flooded and the 
building saved. 
Considerable machinery' 


however, was damaged by water, the in- 
surance company allowing the firm $1G,- 
000 tnerefor.

so-called cheap insurance: 
J. 0. M. 


Reading, Aug. 13.—Policy holders in 


this county of the Susquehanna Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, of Harrisburg, 
will contest the payment of assessments 
which the receiver of-that company is at- 
tempting to collect. Over 100 met at Bern- 
ville this afternoon and decided to resist 
payment. One policy holder who can- 
celled his policy four years, and paid $300 
back assessment at that time, is now aski d 
to pay $900 additional. In several cases 
the assessment is as high as $1400. The 
total eum of this last assessment amounts 
to about $40,000 in Berks county. 
If the 


assessment must be paid, a number of 
home* will have to be sold. The number 
of solvent policy holders is comparatively 
small, and *ie receiver claims they must 
pay the entire indebtedness.

with the same purpose brass screws are 
used where they can he in place of steel 
screws.

They 
act ns n tonic on the muscular vision, 
keeping the eye soft and limpid, and it 
will be noticed that women iu whose 
ejf-s sympathetic tears gather quickly 
have brighter, tenderer orbs tlmn others. 
When the pupils nre hard and cold, ^the 
woikl attributes it to one's disposition, 
which is a mere figure of speech implying 
the lack of balms tears that are to the 
cornea wlmt snhe is to the skin or nour- 
ishment to the blood. 


The reason some weep more easily than 


others and all more readily than tlic 
sterner sex has not its difference in the 
strength of the tear gland, lint in the pos- 
session of n more delicate nerve system. 
The nerve 6bers about the glands vi- 
brate more easily, causing a downpour 
from the watery sac. Men are not near- 
ly so sensitive to emotion. Their sympa- 
thetic nature—that term is used in a med- 
ical sense—is less developed, and the eye 
gland is therefore protected from shocks. 
Consequently n man should thank the 
formation of his norve nature when he 
contemptuously scorns tears as a wo- 
man's practice. Between man and mon- 
key there is this essential difference of 
tears—an ape cannot weep, not so mncb 
because its emotional powers nre unde- 
veloped as the fact that the lachrymal 
glnnd was omitted in his optical make up.
